A Total of $54,HOO is Distributed Among 


Counties 
Those Given Preference 


Have Designated Highways 
Tho state highway commission has 
effected tho distribution of tho state 
highway fund. 
Tho attorney general 
has decided that no appropriation can 
be made by the commission except for 
expenditure on state highways desig­ 
nated as such by county boards. Coun­ 
ties which have not complied with the 
law providing for designation of state 
roads in the apportionment received 
only tho minimum, and this is held in 
trust for them until 
they shall desig 
nato a stato highway. Tho number of 
counties failing to designate state high 
ways is thirty-tivo, which have received 
the minimum of $300 each. 
Tho other 
counties received amounts varying from 
$000 to the maximum of $1,000. 
In 
making tho distribution the areas of 
each county and tho expense of road 
construction incident to development 
of now territory is given full weight 
Crow Wing county’s share is $800; Ait­ 
kin, 0-1,500; Morrison $1,200; Cass, $.300.
